REMAP PLANS GO 
TO SUPREME COURT 


Two Petitions Ask Special Planning, 


One Asks For Another Chance 


SAN FRANCISCO (A P)-T he 
State Supreme Court has under 
consideration the complex and 
controversial issue of reappor­ 
tioning the State Legislature on 
an equal population basis as 
ordered by the U.S. Supreme 
Court. 
Three petitions were presented 
at a hearing before the state 
court Monday, two asking that 
the court take reapportionment 
planning away from the State 
Legislature and one asking that 
the Legislature be given another 
chance at redistricting itself. 
At one point in the hearings 
Chief Justice 
Roger Traynor 
interjected his opinion that the 
only function of the State Su­ 
preme Court is to rule on denials 
of equal justice and representa­ 
tion. "The problem of designing 
a reapportionment plan is a 
legislative one,” he said. 
Six state senators, headed by 
Sen. J. Eugene McAteer, D-San 
Francisco, asked in a petition 
that the Legislature be given 
another chance to comply with 
the U.S. Supreme Court order. 
The petition asked that the 
Legislature be called into spe­ 
cial session to deal with the 
problem. 
The 
Legislature 
deadlocked 
last May when the Assembly 
disagreed with a plan devised 
by the Senate for its own re­ 
apportionment. 
“Since the Senate has failed 
to meet one deadline set by the 
federal court what makes you 
think thev’ll meet a deadline set

"The Legislature should not 
be given an opportunity to go 
through the motions again,” Sil­ 
ver said. "It has thumbed its 
nose at the United States Su­ 
preme Court and there is no 
reason that they won’t do the 
same to you.” 
A petition from three San 
Francisco Area attorneys asked 
that the state’s 40 senators be 
removed from office and the 
court order a new election on a 
reapportionment basis. The re­ 
apportionment c o u l d be done 
with the help of a University of 
California computer, they said.

Never To Do 
The Wafusi 


LAS VEGAS, Nev. (U PI) - 
Bandleader Jan Garber has sur­ 
vived — and ignored — the 
Charleston, the jitterbug, bee- 
bop, the twist and the swim. 


“ Avalon” and “ My Dear” 


and the like have served him 
well, and he has served them. 


Garber’s band was the sec­ 
ond ever to play on radio, back 
in the early 1930s. (Coon Saun­ 
ders preceded him.) Garber’s 
radio career spanned 35 years 
of 
broadcasting 
from

swanky stages as the Trianon 
Ballroom in Chicago, the Roose­ 
velt 
Hotel 
in 
New 
Orleans 
and the ballroom at Catalina 
Island, off the California coast. 
This summer the Columbia 
Broadcasting System came here 
once a week to capture the "big 
band” sound that Garber still 
produces. 
“ I can remember when there 
were so few big bands you could 
count them on one hand.” he 
said. “ And then, on the other 
extreme, there were 34 bands in I 
Chicago alone at one time. 


“ But the days of the big 


hand are dead and they will 
never come back. Most of the 
big name leaders are gone and 
there aren’t any young new­ 
comers to take their places.” 


Garber helped numerous young 
singers on their way to fame, 
such as Robert Sherwood and 
Robert Lynn, by giving them 
jobs witu his band. But he re­ 
calls turning down Judy Gar­ 
land, Perry Como, Dinah Shore 
and Tommy Sands. 
During his career of amost 
half a century, Garber made 
more than 1.000 record sides, 
built a repertoire of 1,350 songs, 
appeared in movies and played 
in every state except Alaska 
and Hawaii for “ people who 
dance together.*’ 
He tried retirement 12 years 
ago, but couldn’t remain idle.

Berra Is Among Candidates To Replace Stengel 


NEW YORK (AP) - Yogi 
Berra, fired as manager by the 
New York Yankees last year, 
may become the manager of the 
New York Mets next year. 
The 
dramatic 
but 
hardly 
unexpected resignation of Casey 
Stengel yesterday, effective at 
the end of the season, left the 
door open for Berra to step in 
and take charge of the National 
League cellar dwellers in 1966. 
There is always the possibility 
that the job will be given to Wes 
Westrum. who has served ably 
as interim manager of the Mets 
during Stengel’s month-long ab­ 
sence. 
Most observers believe, how­ 
ever, that Westrum, short of 


pulling a miracle — like bring­ 
ing the Mets home in ninth 
place — will be returned to his 
bullpen duties next year with 
Yogi elevated from his present 
job as first base coach. 
The Mets’ front office, de­ 
lighted by the huge c r o w d s 
flocking to Shea Stadium all 
year, feel they must have a 
colorful 
leader 
following 
in 
Stengel’s footsteps. Berra repre­ 
sents that image and Westrum 
does not. 
Casey may have given an in­ 
kling of the club’s feelings in his 
farewell 
conference 
with the 
press, radio and television au­ 
dience. 
i 
“I don’t know who will be the 


manager next year,” he said. 
“The people who hired me will 
decide that. All I know is that I 
suggested Westrum to fill in for 
me. I expected to be back but in 
the meantime, I knew Wes was 
familiar with the club and the 
league. 


“I also knew our main trouble 
was with the pitching and hav­ 
ing worked with the pitchers, I 
figured Westrum might find a 
solution. So far, he has done 
wonderful.” 


Stengel then turned his atten­ 
tion to Berra. 
“I knew what Berra could 
do.” he said. “He caught for me 
for 12 years and he was my as­ 


sistant manager. It got so I 
didn’t have to give signs. He 
gave them all. 


“I thought he did a good job 
of managing last year although 
he was discharged. He must 
have done good. He won the 
pennant, didn’t he? It’s pretty 
hard to win a pennant, no mat- 
the right disposition and knows 
ten to him.” 


Stengel has not managed the 
Mets since July 24. when he fell 
and fractured his left hip. Al­ 
though an operation was suc­ 
cessful, Casey has been con­ 
fined to a wheelchair, occasion­ 
ally allowed to walk with the 
use of a canes, as he did at yes­ 


terday’s press conference. 
His decision to quit came on 
the advice of Dr. Peter La- 
Motte, the club physician who 
performed the successful opera­ 
tion. 
“Casey,” Dr. LaMotte said, 
“It’s a miracle that you can 
walk today. It was a most seri­ 
ous operation. I cannot take the 
responsibility if you insist on 
returning as manager. 
“The traveling the job entails, 
even the act of going out to the 
mound to take out a pitcher, 
would be just too much for a 
man of your age and in your 
condition." 
It was not until last Wednes­ 


day that Casey finally made up 
his mind. In a meeting with 
George Weiss, the club presi­ 
dent, Stengel said: 


“George, I got to face it. You 
i can’t count on me for next 
year.” Weiss, who has worked 
with Stengel for 17 years, in­ 
cluding one year at Kansas City 
and 12 with the Yankees, ac­ 
cepted Casey’s resignation with 
mixed emotions.

Weiss, 
“because 
I. 
too, 
had 
talked with Dr. LaMotte. But 
it’s not easy to end relations 
with a man with whom you’ve 
practically lived for 17 years. 
“I don’t mind telling you that

The next night Weiss met with 
the Mets’ Board of Directors 
and recommended a job in an 
executive capacity for the 75- 
year-old baseball genius 
“ Mrs. Pavson (Joan Payson, 
owner of the Metst said she 
would do anything to make Ca­ 
sey happy,” Weiss reported. 
“So I called Casey and offered 
him

Coast territory. Casey lives in 
California and would be able to 
spend a great deal of time at 
home He accepted 
Stengel’s

ball as a left-handed outfielder 
for Kankakee. 
He was a good major league 
outfielder for 14 seasons compil­ 
ing a 204 lifetime average and 
playing with 
Brooklyn, 
Pitts­ 
burgh, the New York Giants, 
Philadelphia Phillies and Boston 
Braves. 
His managerial career was 
highlighted by his 12 years with 
the Yankees, when he won 10 
pennants and seven World Ser­ 
ies. He also managed Brooklyn 
(1934-36 s and the Boston Braves 
(1938-43) and had minor league 
clubs at Worcester. Toledo, Mil­ 
waukee, Kansas City and Oak­ 
land.

Third base is hardly the glamor position in base­ 
ball. 
If you don't believe it, tell me right quick who 
was the third baseman in the famous Tinker-To-Evers- 
To Chance infield? Tell me who was the third baseman 
on the famous 1927 Yankees? 
For that matter, who 
is the third basemen on the 1965 Dodgers? 


The third baseman comes on 
as the Unknown Soldier of base­ 
ball. He’d better not lose his dog 
tags. The Hall of Fame is bar­ 
nacled with first basemen, out­ 
fielders. pitchers, even general 
managers and traveling secre­ 
taries. But the only third base­ 
men in there recognizable right 
away are Jam s Collins and Pie 
Traynor. 
“Home run” Baker 
made it as much for his nick­ 
name as for his prowess (heck, 
some years he his as many as 
12 home runs and had no trouble 
averaging 9> and they made him 
cool his heels for 20 years. 


In the history of the Most Val­ 
uable Player Award, do you 
know how many times a third 
baseman has won in each league 
up till last year?

Sausalito Win Popularity 


Sausalito's annual Art Fair this 
weekend (Sept. 4-6) may stir up more 
enthusiasm than usual this year. 
The reason: The sponsoring Sausa­ 
lito Chamber of Commerce is aided by 
the Sausalito Artists and Merchants 
(SAM), an informal group of about 60 
citizens dedicated to drumming up 
goodwill and friendly propaganda for 
the City of Sausalito. 
Store-owner William Remak, one of 
the spokesmen for SAM, says the aim 
of the group is to cooperate with any 
other civic group on any project to 
publicize or further the interests of 
Sausalito. 
He emphasizes they are not out to 
compete with other groups but merely 
to help out. The driving force behind 
the Art Fair is of course the Chamber 
of Commerce. Members of SAM are 
pitching in to help. 
SAM differs from other publicity or 
promotion groups in its almost com­ 
plete lack of formal organization or 
headquarters or overhead. 


Some samples of its activities since 
it was launched eight months ago will

They displayed post­ 
ers to further the Sister City Exchange 
program with Vina Del Mar, they pro­ 
vided fireworks displays for the Fourth 
of July, and helped police conduct the 
bicycle safety program. 
Operating through one post office 
box, the group has no expense for of­ 
fices or staff. They meet periodically 
at Zack’s to map out coming projects. 
“We are trading on the terrific res­ 
ervoir of goodwill in town,” said Re­ 
mak. “We are ready to cooperate with 
any civic group that wants to do any­ 
thing constructive.”

Politics Again Injects Itself 
Into State Education System 


By HENRY C. Mac ARTHUR 


SACRAMENTO 
(CNS) 
- 
Once again, the question of 
whether the state board of 
education and the state super­ 
intendent of schools should be 
elected or appointed, has come 
up. Both politicians and edu­ 
cationists bring this matter up 
with surprising frequency in 
vain attempts to take educa­ 
tion out of the hands of the 
people who contribute more 
than 50 per cent of every tax 
dollar to education in one form 
or another. 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown, in 
a recent recommendation to 
the assembly education com 
mittee, wants the state super­ 
intendent of schools appointed 
by the state board of educa­ 
tion, which in itself is ap­ 
pointed by the governor. 
The state superintendent has 
recommended 
an 
e l e c t e d 
board, which would appoint its 


administrative officer. 


THE GOVERNOR points out 


the 
present 
system 
worked 
rather well for a good many 


years, as when there was a 
strong 
board 
of 
education, 
there was a rubber stamp su­ 
perintendent, and vice versa. 
But now, he says, both the 
board of education and the 
superintendent of schools are 
strong, have conflicting ideas 
at 
times 
and 
controversy 
arisis. 
It appears there is little 
need to change the present 
set-up, for a strong board, and 
a strong superintendent in the 
long run count for the progress 
of education. And with the 
people paying the bill, they 
at least retain some direction 
of 
the 
educational 
system 
through the election of the 
state s u p e r i n t e n d e n t of 
schools.

The state superintendent’s 
office is the last bastion of the 
people in matters of education. 
Remove this office from pub­ 
lic control and what happens? 
The entire system of elemen­ 
tary and secondary education 
is turned over to the mercies 
of politicians and education­ 
ists, with the probable result 
that a great deal more than 
50 per cent of the tax dollar 
will go into the schools. 


OF COURSE it would be 
more convenient if the process 
of election were removed. The 
governor then could not only 
appoint a state board of edu­ 
cation, but in effect, would 
have the opportunity of cre­ 
ating another plush state job 
for a political cohort. 
One suggestion that has not 
yet been made is to abolish 
Uie state board of education 
completely, continue the elec­ 
tion of the state superintendent 
of schools, and let this elected 
official appoint an advisory 
board to assist in working out 
matters of policy. 


This no doubt is too radical 
a move to be considered, as 
it 
would 
divorce 
education 
from politics completely. And 
the politicians wouldn’t want 
this to happen. The state legis­ 
lature still would retain mone­ 
tary control of education, and 
could fix policies by making 
them a matter of law. 
In such an arrangement, the 
desires of the people would be 
unquestioned The people would 
elect 
a 
superintendent 
who 
would carry out the policy 
wanted by a majority of the 
people, which after all, is the 
basic concept of living in a 
democracy. 


EDUCATION fundamentally 
Is not political, it is designed 
for all the people of the state. 
It is supposed to raise the in­ 
telligence of the people to help 
them in decisions of governing 
themselves, in cultural activi­ 
ties, and in economic prob­ 
lems. Put e d u c a t i o n com­ 
pletely in politics, and its pri­ 
mary purposes are destroyed. 


Did Riots Teach Us 
The Wrong Lessons?

The newspapers report an 
upsurge of racial antagonism 
and hatred in Southern Cali­ 
fornia in the wake of the riots 
in Watts. Every responsible 
public authority is seeking to 
learn lessons so that this sad 
episode may not recur.

Benjamin Franklin once wrote: 
“ Experience 
keeps 
a 
dear 
school, but a fool will learn in 
no other.” 
What is so sad is that entire­ 
ly too many people seem to 
have learned the wrong lesson 
from this very expensive ex­ 
perience. No doubt nearly all 
those who are now more an­ 
tagonistic to the Negro, who 
think of protection in terms of 
buying guns, consider them­ 
selves 
either 
Christians 
or 
Jews. But so far as they act, 
think or emote in such terms 
they are false as Christians, 
false as Jews. Even in terms 
of naked self-interest this will 
eventually fail: serving to per­ 
petuate or increase the orig­ 
inal lack of communication, 
discrimination, n e g l e c t of 
needs that brought on the orig­ 
inal riots. 
Learning the wrrong lessons 
from experiences such as this 
may be worse than learning 
no lessons. 
Likewise, those 
who profess religion without 
the practice are likely to be 
worse spiritually than honest 
opportunists or egotists.

Edward Teller talks about nu­ 


clear weapons, he knows what 


he is talking about. 
When he warns against the 


spread of nuclear weapons and 


the possibility of their use by a 


reckless nation, all of us, in­ 
cluding the government, ought 
to heed his views. 
He is profoundly concerned 
that in the visible future Red 
China will have the means to 
threaten and to attack the 
United 
States 
with 
nuclear 
weapons and he urges that we 
not sit around just hoping it 
won’t happen. 


He believes there are things 
we can and ought to be doing. 


Dr. Teller first warns against 
doing the wrong things in a 
special report he has prepared 
for 
the 
American 
Security 
Council. He says: 


DON’T R ELY on the unre­ 
liable. Don’t assume that the 
spread of nuclear weapons will 
be stopped by a treaty pledg­ 
ing not to produce them be­ 
cause such a pledge without 
the possibility of enforcement 
“ is likely to be as self-defeat­ 
ing as was Prohibition in the 
US.” 
Don’t start a preventive war 
with Red China. Don't bomb 
Peking’s nuclear plants. Such 
action “ would create discord, 
hate, and it would plant the 
seeds of disorder rather than 
point the way toward law.” 


Don’t encourage 
prolifera­ 
tion by providing nuclear ex­ 
plosives to selected smalles 
countries on the theory that 
this would provide an “ equal­ 
izer” between the strong and 
the weak. One objection is 
that the Soviet Union has al­ 
ready developed a missile de­ 
fense against anything short 
of saturation bombing. 
If these are the wrong things 
to do, what can and should be 


done? Perhaps only the ex­ 


perts can judge Dr. Teller’s 
proposal, but in light of his 


special credentials, his views 


carry great and urgent weight. 


“ SPEC IFIC A LLY ,” he says, 
“ the 
United 
States 
should, 
without delay, put the great­ 
est possible stress on the de­ 
fense against missiles. At pres­ 
ent we are spending on this 
important enterprise less than 
1 per cent of our military 
budget. 
“ By 
appropriate 
research 
and by reasonably early in­ 
stallation of units near our big 
population 
centers, 
we can 
secure the lives of the great 
majority 
of 
the 
American 
people against a Chinese at­ 
tack and we can make sure 
that the less cautious partner 
of the Communist axis will 
not be able to cripple the 
United States by a surprise 
move. In this way we can re­ 
main safe from the Chinese 
for at least two decades. We 
shall also be safe from any 
additional powers that are go­ 
ing to acquire nuclear explo­ 
sives in the coming years.” 
Two extra dividends would 
come from this development. 
With a missile defense for 
the big population centers of 
the U.S.. it would mean that 
our nuclear deterrent would 
he far more credible both to 
our allies and our enemies. 


IT WOULD ALSO mean that 
we would be able to help our 
Atlantic allies acquire a mis­ 
sile defense for their princi­ 
pal cities.

strongly urges a common At- 
1 a n 11 c 
Alliance 
research 
project. 
We need a better missile de­ 
fense. 
The Atlantic nations 
need to begin pulling together 
rather than pulling apart. Her« 
is a way to do both.

Food Poisoning Cause Is Traced 


To Pet Turtles In Nurseries 


The salmonella group of micro-or­ 
ganisms frequently are responsible 
for epidemics of food poisoning and 
typhoid fever. Hundreds of cases are 
reported annually due to poor sanita­ 
tion, inadequate refrigeration, and 
lack of cleanliness in handling food. 
The best remedy is to find and elimi­ 
nate the cause at its source. 
A recent epidemic was traced to a 
restaurant-delicatessen in one of our 
large cities. The microbes were 
found in a wide variety of food­ 
stuffs originating in their cater­ 
ing 
center. 
Coleslaw, 
sliced 
salami, corned beef, turkey, and 
pigs-in-a-blanket were the most 
¡common offenders. The organ­ 
isms also were found on a meat 
slicer and a food grinder. But

Our scientists and engi­ 
neers represent fully one half of 
all Americans trained in space 
research,” the governor said in 
prepared remarks. 
The occasion was formal turn­ 
over to the National Aeronautics 
and Space Administration of the 
Saturn S-IVB rocket engine built 
by Douglas Aircraft Co. and 
tested near Sacramento. The en­ 
gine will be the third stage of 
a booster that will power Apollo 
unmanned spacecraft.
